Resignation 


by Judge Faris—J. A. 
Burke Succeeds Him. 


William FE. Atkins, United States 
Commissioner in St. Louis, whose 
office was investigated by Depart- 


eral grand jury last year, tendered 
his resignation to Federa] Judge 
Faris on Jan. 4, the Judge disclosed 
today in announcing its acceptance. 

The resignation will become ef- 
fective Aug. 1. To succeed Atkins, 
Judge Faris appointed John A. 
Burke, a lawyer with offices in 
the Central National Bank Build- 
ing. 

Judge Faris made public the fol- 
lowing letter addressed to him by 
Atkins Jan, 4: 

“You have heard of the investi- 
gation of my office by the Depart- 
ment of Justice agent and you 
have heard of the investigation 
conducted by the grand jury. If 
by reason of these investigations 
or any further investigation by the 
grand jury it be your wish that 4 
change be made in the office of 
United States Commissioner, you 
may consider this my resignation, 
to be effective at your pleasure. 


Dated Six | 
Months Ago Made Public | 


‘May I say that I have always | 
deeply appreciated the confidence | 
you reposed in me by appointing | 
me to this place of honor. May I 
also say, on my honor, that I have 
never been guilty of any act in the 
conduct of that office that was dis- 
honorable, dishonest, or that vio- |

Mrs. Antoinette Abrams, divorcee 
and former nurse, was acquitted 
by a jury at Clayton today of the 
murder of Jay A. Jenkins, a candy 
salesman, whom she shot to death 
Dec. 30, last, in their flat at 
7034A Dartmouth avenue, Univer- 
sity City. 

Mrs. Abrams’ assertion that she 
fired at Jenkins as he threatened 


to strike her, coupled with corrob- 
orating testimony by witnesses 
who said he had treated her bru- 
tally, influenced the jury in its de- 
cision, according to the foreman, 
P. J. McCarthy, a railroad freight 
agent, of 508 Tuxedo boulevard, 
Webster Groves. 

“On our first ballot last night 
we stood nine for acquittal and 
three for a manslaughter convic- 
tion,” McCarthy said. “The three 
jurors were won over this morn- 
ing with arguments based on the 
undisputed testimony that Jenkins 
had mistreated Mrs. Abrams and 
threatened to kill her.” 

Three Ballots Taken. 

In all, three ballots were taken 
in seven ‘hours of deliberation. 
The jurors discussed the case for 
four hours last night and retired 
at 1 a.m: They arose shortly be- 
fore 7 a. m. today and resumed 
deliberation 30 minutes later, after 
breakfast. The verdict was read 
fn Judge Nolte’s court at 9:45. 

Mre. Abrams appeared in court 
about 30 minutes before the ver- 
diet was returned, wearing the 
same unobtrusive costume she 
wore yesterday—a blue silk dress 
with a tan embroidered collar and 
a close-fitting cloth hat.

After a layoff of two years, 
racing at the Thistledown track at 
Cleveland opened today with a 22- 
day mecting. Cleveland as a racing 
center is much like St. Louis; big 


crowds turning out on holidays and 
Saturdays, with moderate interets 
manifested throughout the week. 
The old Maple Heights tracks in- 
augurated racing at Cleveland about 
1921. It was opened by Sam Hol- 
may, a turfman of wide experience, 
but it lacked many conveniences. 
However, it was a tremendous 
money-maker for its owners. 

Thistledown was then conceived 
by John E. McMillan, a newcomer 
in racing. He built a very com- 
modious plant and offered as the 
feature of the first meeting a han- 
dicap named in honor of a former 
racer he had owned, Flintstone. 
The race was won by John T. D. 
who was a favorite in many races 
for the next two years. Later the 
track closed by order of the Sher- 
iff because of a tangle over bet- 
ting features. 

Thistledown races are attracting 
more than ordinary attention from 
previous patrons of Fairmount due 
to the fact that a great many Fair- 
mount horses have been taken 
there to race and that some of the 
officials and operating staff that 
will henceforth be at Fairmount 
are at the helm at the Thistledown 
track. 


Blue Larkspur is due to arrive 
at Chicago today from New York. 
He worked a mile and a quarter 
over the main track at Belmont 
Park in 2.05 1-5, according to re- 
port before being loaded for the 
journey. Buddy Bauer, who won 
the Fairmount Derby last year is 
accompanying the Bradley colt to 
Chicago as a traveling companion 
and will start in a race while at 
Arlington.

NAVAL PARITY. 

It was the meaningless term naval. parity that 
broke up Mr. Coolidge’s disarmament conference at 
Geneva. The conference put two definitions upon 
the term, one American and the other British, and 
there it stuck. 

Secretary Stimson has recently undertaken to say 
what really constitutes naval parity. It is not, so he 
says, based on tonnage. Fighting strength depends 
upon much more than total displacement. The speed 
and age of fighting ships, together with cruising 
raglius and defensive armaments, all have to do with 
strength. The naval battles of the World War showed 
mathematics largely to have taken the place of sea- 
manship and strategy. The German squadron whose 
guns outranged those of the British squadron as 
easily won the battle off Chile as the British ships, 
whose guns outrangea tnose of these same German 
fighting craft, won the battle off the Falkland 
Islands. In the historic battle of Jutland the supe- 
rior speeds and offensive armaments of the British 


were dropped on top of them, were largely offset by 
the inferior defensive armament of the British ves- 
sels,

A Business Man’s Civilization 


A civilization dominated by business men, since it has its core the idea of a money 
profit, is at war with the spirit of all the arts and with what should be the spirit 
of the professions; writer doubts that a great civilization can be maintained upon 


the philosophy of the counting-house. 


James Truslow Adams in Harpers Magazine. 


F the effect of a business man’s civili- 


zation on the manners of society I have 
already written at length in “The Mucker 
Pose” in an earlier number of Harpers and 
need not repeat what I said there. We 
may note, however, in passing, its effect 
on taste and habits. As for taste, a busi- 
ness Civilization, has as its core the idea 
of a money profif\and of a material stand- 
ard of values. Business men devote their 
tireless energy to creating new wants which 
their factories can supply. But two points 
must be noticed. One is that these wants 
which they create and foster must be ma- 
terial or there is no manufacturing to sup- 
ply them and no profit to the business man. 
If people wish to tramp about the coun- 
tryside remote from motor cars, or read 
a good book or go to an art museum or 
simply engage in intelligent conversation 
at home, the manufacturer is being robbed 
of a possible profit. The constant endeav- 
or of modern business is thus to get peo- 
ple to fill up their leisure with things, 
things that can be made and sold. Another 
point with regard even to these things is, 
that the great profits being in mass pro- 
duction, the wants so scientifically created 
by advertising are such as may be made 
to appeal to the masses. The spiritual 
or esthetic value of the new wants is thus 
made subordinate to the possibility of their 
being filled in quantity. 

Some of the problems touched upon, as 
well as others which might be brought out 
did space permit, are world problems. 
Their special importance in America is due 
to the curiously lopsided development which 
American civilization has increasingly fol- 
lowed. With the unique position that the 
business man has there attained to impress 
himself upon the entire cultural life of the 
people, the danger of certzin business tend- 
encies is enormously increased as compared 
With other countfies where the ideals and 
activities of the business man meet with 
checks from many other. influences. ¢on- 
temporary or historic, in the civilization as 
a whole. Even if the American tusiness 
man were alive to the enormous social re- 
sponsibility of the position in which he 
finds himself, it is not likely that he could 
assume the role in civilization which has 
hitherto been taken by a dozen or so classes 
of other types, that he eguld include with- 
in himself all the springs to thought and 
action and all the checks and _. balances 
which a variety of social types have hither- 
to supplied. For one thing, the prime fac- 
tor in business life, the need for making a 
profit, is at war with the spirit of all the 
arts and with what should be the spirit of 
the professions. Again the training in tak- 
ing short views, the ignoring of the future 
results of action beyond a reasonable period 
of profit, the subordinating to the thought 
of profit all the larger social implications 
of action, are among the characteristics of 
business ag business that do not augur well 
for placing the supreme control of the en- 
tire national civilization in business hands. 
The business man, moreover, is merely a 
purveyor and not a creator of the real val- 
ues of a civilization. If under his domi- 
nance the business philosophy indicated 
above takes—as it. seems to be doing—in- 


creasing hold upon the universities ahd the 
people at large, it may be asked how long 
shall we have any creators? 

If the fundamental idea underlying our 
civilization, its primum mobile, is to become 
that of a business profit, it is inevitable 
that we shall decline in the sc&le of what 
has hitherto been considered civilization as 
contrasted with barbarism in the Greek 
sense. The Harvard protessor may dismiss 
lightly the loss of the “‘arts and graces,” but 
if his doctrine of the valuation of social 
service in terms of income is to become 
established, is it not much more likely to 
be lost-than the “arts and graces?” What 
becomes of the artistic spirit, of the pro- 
fessional spirit, of the pure scientific spirit? 


The American is apt to think of his own 
country as in:-the van of at least every- 
thing material and of Europe as negligible; 
but even in the things considered distinctly 
American we are falling behind. That we 
have recently lost the speed record both 
on land and water with that special darling 
of America, the gasoline engine, may not 
be important, but it will surprise most 
Americans to know that both the fastest and 
average speed of all trains in England and 
some parts of the Continent are higher than 
in America, In aerial passenger routes 
America igs far behind Europe, where the 
whole continent is covered with a network 
of aerial routes used as readily as we use 
trains at home. 

I have touched at some length on archi- 
tecture because it was not mapy years ago 
that we were hoping for a genuine renais- 
sance that should have its beginning in 
America, and because we have. as I said. 
some absolutely first-class architects. The 
present renaissance, however, has come 
wholly in Europe from men like Le Cor- 
busier in France, Gropius in Germany, or 
Oud in Holland, with their enthusiastic fol- 
lowers. We have had so little to do with 
it and are sharing so little in it that the 
most recent pronouncement on the new 
movement there dismisses the United 
States in three lines as offering nothing of 
theoretical value. 

Civilizations rest fundamentally upon 
ideas. These ideas to be effective must be 
those of the dominant classes in the civiliza- 
tion. In making the business men the 
dominant and sole class in America, that 
country is making the experiment of rest- 
ing her civilization on the ideas of business 
men. The other classes, dominated by the 
business one, are rapidly conforming in 
their philosophy of life to it. The business 
man, in so far as he is more than a busi- 
ness type, in so far as he is a fully rounded 
personality (as, I repeat, many of them 
now are), owes that development of himself 
outside his work to the work of other class- 
es in the past or present. If those classes 
become merged in his own, whither can 
even he himself look for his extra-occupa- 
tional development? If the leaders are not 
humanely rounded personalities, civilized 
rather than barbarian, what shall be ex- 
pected of the mass which patterns itself 
upon them? Ina word, can a great civiliza- 
tion be built up or maintained upon the 
Philosophy of the counting-house and the 
sole basic idea of a profit?
